Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7 (last three paragraphs) and 8 (first 
paragraph) of amendment filed December 5, 2003, with respect to claims 1 and 5 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 5 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 9-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 5, 
and 10 include the limitations that scintillator material is melted into the pores of a mold. 
Claim 2 includes the limitations that a light guiding reflection layer is formed by silicon 
oxidation or by deposition of a material having a refractive index lower than that of the 
scintillator material.
